Thi3  token  is  brass  24  mm  and  bears 'the  simple  legend  XLO.  within 
an  oval  on  the  obverse  and  Milk  Vendor  Token  in  three  lines  on  the 
reverse.  To  one  familiar  with  Detroit  firms  XLO  may  have  emphatically 
spelled  EXCELLQ.  However,  it  wasn’t  until  one  day  in  August  while 
driving  out  on  Hamilton  that  I  decided  to  determine  in  what  way  if 
any  the  token  was  connected  with  the  Excello  Corporation. 

The  receptionist  referred  me  to  Mr  Robert  L  Simons,  Asst  Mgr-  in 
charge  of  Press  Relations.  Hr  Simons  showed  an  immediate  interest  in 
the  token  and  in  no  time  was  on  the  phone  calling  some  of  the  personnel 
who  had  been  with  the  firm  much  longer  than  he. 

Mr  Simons  soon  learned  that  in  the  4 0's  Excello  built  and  sold  a 
coin-operated,  cabinet-type,  milk  vending  machine.  As  related  to  him, 
these  cabinets  were  sold  to  dairies  who  in  turn  distributed  them  to 
factories  or  plants  where  the  milk  was  sold  to  plant  workers .  It  was 
thought  to  be  at  the  1948  National  Dairy  Show  in  Atlantic  ■  City  that 
Excello  demonstrated  these  vending  machines.  The  tokens  were  produced 
to  demonstrate  the  operation  on  the  convention  floor  without  the  necessity 
of  using  an  actual  coin.  Sometime  after  1950  the  whole  operation  includ¬ 
ing  patents  and  all  rights  was  sold  to  the  Ideal  Vending  Machine  Company, 
an  Ohio  firm.  •  • 

Now  anyone  having  an  XLO  token  may  know  he  has  a  memento  from  an 
earlier  period  of  the  Excello  Corporation,  now  an  international  firm 
with  plants  in  England,  West  Germany,  Italy  and  India.  Excello  now 
manufactures  machine  tools,  that  is,  machines  used  for  making  parts 
for  a  product,  such  as  grinding  machines  and  milling  machines,  as  well 
as  packaging  equipment,  turbine  products,  blades,  rotors,  etc.  for  jet 
engines  and  parts  for  power  turbines.

THE  WORD  "LOGO"

tells  us  about  the  word  ’’logo"  as  used  by  Mr  Simons  of  the  Excello  Cor|M 
"Mr  Simons  was  on  the  phone,  I  heard  him  say  ’yes,  the  token  has 
our  football  shaped  logo  with  the  XLO.’  -Logo  -  this  was  a  slightly 
different  use  of  the  word  than  I  was  familiar  with.  At  home  I  consulted 
my  dictionary.  Logotype  (number  2)  I  found  means  'a  distinctive  commer¬ 
cial  design  or  style  of  type  used  to  represent  a  company  name,  trademark, 
etc.  Also  logo. 

Feeling  that  the  word  was  not  in  common  use  it  was  surprising  to  me 
that  I  heard  during  the  next  fex-/  days,  under  totally  different  circum¬ 
stances,  the  word  logo  used  by  two  other  persons.  In  the  recent  Atwood’s
